Running along the side the 
hangar structure, the stores naturally 
have roof that tapers down 
ground level one side. But this, 
although not suitable for any form 
work, used good advantage for 
storing the more awkward-shaped 
parts and such things tyres, which 
otherwise would taking valuable 
space. fact, there not single 
point where this part not used. 


One thing very special note the 
building-in offices along 195ft. 
the building the stores side. For 
this, every third roof girder was re- 
moved that end and the galvanised- 
iron roof “turned up.” This got rid 
the narrow corner effect this part 
and provided series offices, large 
ones where the girders were removed 
and small ones between, the girders 
remaining being built into the dividing 
walls. 


The galvanised roof the building 
painted cream, and series 
Perspex roof-lights let quite 
amount natural light. Otherwise 
the building fluorescent-lit, al- 
though the firm have their own 
emergency lighting plant powered 
Ford engine.
